BRITISH ADVANCE . 

British 2nd army forces on the 
Canadian left chopped through the 
flank of the German battle screen 
beiure Falaise, clearing the last 
enemy resistance from Thury-Har- 
court and capturing Proussey yil- 
lage just north of the Conde-Fal- 
aise road and St. Dennis de Mere 
on the highway itself, 

At the southern end of the 
escape corridor, American arm- 
ored forces pounded steadily 
northward from Argentan, leaving 
a number of pocketed German 
strongpoints to be mepped up by 
the infantry moving up in their 
wake, 

(The BBC said the Americans 
were meeting stiff Nazi resistance. 
Argentan itself was still in German 
possession, the BBC said, indicating 
that the Americans may have by- 
passed the town), 


OTHER GAINS 


Other American troops were 
smashing eastward from the Mor- 
tain-Sourdeval sector, capturing 
Domfront after a three-mile ad- 
vance along the Mortain highway 
and moving on to clear the Andaine 
forest, between Domfront and La 
Ferte-Mace, Heavy explosions in 
the area indicated that the retreat- 
ing Germans were blowing up their 
hidden ammunition dumps in this 
sector. 

British infantry and tank col- 
umns north of the Americans also 
were pinching in on the western 
end of the Normandy pocket, 
driving down the Vire-Tinchebray 
highway to within about a mile 
of the latter town. 


Only moderate resistance was re- 
ported from the west corner of the 
trap and it was indicated the bulk 
of the Germans were pulling back 
for a death battle near the mouth 
of Falaise-Argentan Gate. 


DAZED HUN PRISONERS 


Hundreds of dazed German pris- 
oners stumbled through the Allied 
lines late last night and on through 
the morning hours today as the 
Americans, British, Canadians and 
French drove in for the bill, and 
the plight of the remaining Nazis 
appeared hopeless. 


’ British United Press reporters, 
witnessing the death struggle of 
Von Kluge’s army from observa- 
tion posts on all sides of the 
pocket, reported that Nazi posi- 
tions were blanketed by smoke 
from burning vehicles and ex- 
ploding ammunition dumps. 

In one sector, they wrote “There 
is nothing left but a blackened for- 
est of dead trees and charred bodies 
and rusted hulks where elements of 
one Panzer division came to an in- 
glorious end.” 

MOST FACE CANADIANS 

The Germans were concentrating 
the bulk of their 12 shattered divis- 
jons along the Canadian first army 
arc at the eastern end of the trap, 
attempting to slip as much:of their 
force as possible through the Fal- 
aise-Argentan gap. ; 

British United Press war corres- 
pondent Robert Miller reported that 
Allied guns and planes dominated 
the narrow passage, exacting a ter- 
rible toll in men and armor from a 
beaten but still fighting enemy. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower told 
@ press conference his head- 
quarters command post in France 
that the Germans were “taking 
sound beating” and that this week 
marked a climatic point in the 
Allied operational piens. 

He warned, however, against 
“wishful thinking” that the war will 
end in a matter of weeks, assert- 
ing that dhe Nazis may choose to 
fight to the: finish and force the 
Allies to win many more.such tactl- 
cal victories as their triumph in 
Normandy. !

After the Normandy landings Hitler 
pulled several divisions from the 
south in a futile effort to halt. the 
Allied drives, 

As an indication of German 
weakness in the south-western 
area, for instance, several hun- 
dred Maquis raided Bayonne, 
which once had one of the strong- 
est garrisons in the region, and 
dynamited a bridge.

PRINCIPAL CITIES 


Principal cities on the French 
Mediterranean coast are Nice, 
Cannes, Toulon, Marseille, Avignon, 
Nimes, Montpellier, Cette, Beziers, 
Narbonne and Perpignan. 

It is more than 700 airline miles 
from the Mediterranean coast of 
France to Berlin and if the Allies 
are forced to fight all along the 
way, the route would be difficult, 

Almost the only natural avenue 
for an invasion from the south is the 
Narrow, easily-divided Rhone valley 
between the rugged Cevennes 
mountains on the west and the lofty 
Alps on the east.

Wheat Carry-Over 


Lowest Since 1940 


OTTAWA, Aug. 15—(CP)—Can- 
ada's wheat carry-over on July 31 
amounted to 355,176,183 bushels 
compared with the record total of 
594,628,000 at the same time last 
year, the Dominion bureau of statis- 
tics reported yesterday. This year's 
total represented a reduction of ap- 
proximately 40 per cent and brought 
the carry-over of wheat down to its 
lowest level since 1940 when the 
total was more than 300,000,000 
bushels. 

Sharp reductions also occurred 
in the carry-over of oats, barley 
and rye compared with stocks 
held at the same date last year, 
but the flaxseed position showed . 
little change. Stocks of - oats 
amounted to 106,543,320 bushels 
compared with 149,340,515; birley 
45,873,970 bushels compared with 
69,278,502; Rye 5,576,061 bushels 
compared with 15,267,755 and flax- 
seed 3,649,125 bushels compared 
with 3,740,121. 

Farm holdings of all grains were 
substantially lower with the excep- 
tion of flaxseed, The greatest reduc- 
tion was noted in wheat where farm 
stocks dropped to about 54,000,000 
bushels compared with 190,000,000 
last year. Feed grains stocks were 
notably lower but in the case of the 
prairie provinces, the farm stocks 
of oats and barley were above aver- 
age.

Still another street car accident has 
been added to the long list of mishaps 
which have occurred in Edmonton recent- 
ly.

Unless something is done 
to check whatever is causing these acci- 
dents, one of these days there will be 
heavy fatalities. 

It is foolish to believe that accidents 
ust happen. There are always contribut- 

ig and causal factors. And what those 
contributing and causa] factors are the 
people of Edmonton are entitled to know. 

If the mechanism of the street cars is 
in bad condition, the public should be told 
so frankly. If carelessness of employees is 
at the root of these occurrences, something 
drastic should be done about it. 

The present situation is definitely not 
good enough. A full investigation into all 
the circumstances surrounding this series 
of accidents should be held at the earliest 
possible moment. 


Easier Divorces 


There is a general movement on foct 
across the Dominion, headed by a special 
committee of the British Columbia Law 
Society, to secure easier and what are 
loosely called more liberal divorce laws for 
the Canadian people, 

The proposal is that divorce should be 
made simpler, cheaper and easier. The 
view of the committee is that divorce is no 
more than “abrogation of a contract by 
law which has come to an end in fact.” 

This glib definition may satisfy the legal 
mind. It fails to take into account the fact 
that marriage is very much more than a 
mere legal contract on a.par with an agree- 
ment to purchase land. 

Marriage is an institution which creates 
ahome. And the home, which is the unit 
of society, is the most important establish- 
ment in the world. Divorce, then, is some- 
thing far more than a legal regularization 
of unhappy domestic circumstances. Each 
divorce is a minor disruption of society. 

Everyone is aware, of course, that there 
are thousands of people tragically mis- 
mated. But the cure for that is not to 
make divorce easier but to make marriage 
harder. 

Most unfortunate marriages are hasty 
and ill-considered marriages. Couples en- 
ter matrimony after an acquaintance of 
only a few weeks. They enier matrimony 
under grave, physical and temperamental 
handicaps. 

These are the factors that require to be 
checked. 

If something were done to establish a 
longer legal interval between the issue of a 
marriage license and the performance of 
the marriage ceremony; if it were neces- 
Sary to produce evidence of fitness to mar- 
ry, a8 it is necessary to produce recom- 
mendations to secure any position of trust; 
if physical fitness certificates were uni-

Film Censorship 


The validity of a Quebec law forbidding 
admittance of children under sixteen years 
of age to moving picture theatres is being 
tested in an action now before Quebec 
‘courts. One point in the case in reference 
to the power of provincial authorities to 
censor films will be of interest across Can- 
ada to both the film industry and the gen- 
eral public.

A Great Opportunity 


It may be an over-estimation to say, as 
has been said, that two million men could 
be profitably employed looking after the 
forests in Ontario.and in industries for 
which the forests supply raw materials. 
But it is not safe to say off-hand that this 
is an over-statement, for what important 
industry is there in Canada to which for- 
ests do not supply essential materials? 


The point at least is clear that Cana- 
dians do not realize and never have realized 
how dependent they are upon the timber re- 
sources of the country. When forests are 
spoken of, lumber for erecting houses and 
other buildings suggests itself — and the 
reaction stops there. But what about the 
pulp and paper industry, which ranks 
among our great employing occupations? 
What about furniture, farm implements, 
tools, and a hundred or a thousand other 
articles of ordinary use in which wood is 
used? And what about those large areas of 
the Dominion where wood is the standard 
or a supplementary fuel? 

Thus far in Canada we have not even 
adequately protected our forests against 
fire and insects and have made little more 
than a’gesture at proeeting them against 
wasteful cutting. Plans to preserve in all 
parts of the country a reasonable propor- 
tion of forest land have yet to be framed. 
As for creating forests where none exist, 
and replacing those destroyed by cutting 
and by the elements and forces of nature, 
scarcely a decent beginning has been made. 
Yet all the time we are drawing more and 
more heavily on the remaining supplies of 
timber within reach of railways, roads and 


water cou ; 

Obviously there isa t field for the 
profitable employment of labor in preserv- 
ing and creating forests alone; to say noth- 
ing about expanding forest-based indus- 

es and producing innumerable finished 
products to ship to countries which have 
destro their forests even more extens- 
ively we have.

New Naval Act Creates Navy 


Measure Is of Historic 
Importance in Life of 
Canada

OTTAWA — Almost crowded out

Parliament which has been cram- 
med with important debates and 
vital legislation, the Naval Service 
Act, 1944, has been passed and it 
will be proclaimed after a consolid- 
atiou of naval regulations can, be 
completed. When one recalls the 
bitter controversy over the Naval 
Service Act of 1910, which figured 
heavily in the rise of Quebec 
nationalism and the defeat of the 
Laurier government in 1911, the 
ease with which the new Naval Ser- 
vice Act passed through Parliament 
offers a sharp contrast. . 

The new Naval Service Act has 
historic importance. .It provides 
legal basis for the existence of a 
distinctly Canadian navy, and it 
simplifies the rules and regulations 
of the navy, It marks the dividing 
line at which the Canadian Navy 
will begin to operate entirely on 
{ts own regulations, instead of 
those of the British admiralty, so 
that the new act will be construed 
as the point of divorce between the 
British and Canadian navies as fer as 
naval law and regulations go, It re-

Light Woodwork Popular Today 


Makes a Small Room Seem 
Larger So Ie Worth Ite 
Extra Care

After talking with some of our 
decorators I concluded that dark | 
woodwork is a problem in the! 
homes of many Edmontonians. So | 
here are some typical questions 
with answers which may be helpful 
to them and others, too. 

“Must one paint dark woodwork 
to keep the room from -looking | 
dated?” The answer is—not neces- | 
sarily. Rooms with dark woodwork | 
can look quite all right depending, 
first, on the woodwork, and second, | 
on how the rest of the room is) 
planned. If the dark woodwork is 
good, an effort should be made to/ 
keep it because it certainly requires 
less housekeeping. 

Study the types of rooms used in| 
both the English country cottage| 
and in the Tudor type of English | 
house. If your house and furniture | 
will fit into something of this sort, | 
you can create a charming effect 
and keep your dark woodwork. On 
the other hand, Georgian rooms} 
traditionally have painted wood: | 
work and so 18th century rite | 
usually look best with painted 
woodwork. 

Another type of room that really 
needs painted light woodwork is’ 
one that is all chopped up with 
doors and windows till the effect is | 
jittery and smaller than it should 
be. In this case, painted woodwork | 
will make the room seem larger, 
and calmer.

Yes, stained woodwork can be) 
bleached. However, this is a more 
expensive and difficult process than |

woodwork that is really worth the 
effort. | 

Ordinary soft wood trim isn't 
good enough to justify the amount | 


ed, is it a permanent job or does 
it have to be refinished often?” The 
answer is that it is a permanent 
job if the woodwork is given reas- 
onable care. If the shellacked sur- 
face is kept waxed well, then clean- 
ing won't take the surfacing off and 
so refinishing won't have to be 
done often. If, however, it is not 
protected with wax and you are a 
decisive person with the scrub 
brush, you will have to give the 
woodwork a fresh shellacking from 
time to time. The bleach and pick- 
ling job may gradually darken a 
little, but probably not enough to 
worry about. . 

“How about dirt marks on bleach- 
ed wood surfaces—do they show up 
as much as on painted wood and| 


No, dark marks don’t show as much 
as on painted surfaces but they do 
show more than on dark stained 
woodwork. Clean them by wiping 
a cloth wrung out in mild suds, 
then wipe thorough dry. If you 
wax the surface after cleaning it, 
the cleaning won't wear down the 
finish. |

It was inevitable that regulations 
applying to the Canadian navy 
should be consolidated and revised 
for distinctive Canadian use. In 
moving second reading of the act 
on June 8, 1944, Mr. Macdonald said 
that provisions applying to the Can- 
adian navy were drawn from eleven 
different sources. First of all, there 
was the 1910 Naval Service Act, 
and its amendments. Following 
that, there were the Canadian navy 
regulations, Canadian naval orders 
in three volumes, Canadian confi- 
dential naval orders, fleet reserve 
regulations (which are stil) a mat- 
ter of paper work only), Royal Can- 
adian Naval Reserve regulations, 
Royal Canadian Naya) Volunteer 
Reserve regulations, the Wrens’ 
regulations, the British Naval Dis- 
cipline Act of 1866, three volumes 
of "s regulations and admiralty 
instructions of the British navy, 
and finally, admiralty fleet orders. 
All this was more than enough 
to keep all Canada’s sea lawyers 
busy overtime. When the naval 
regulations are ‘consolidated, by 
drawing all applicable provisions 
from these sources and placing them 
into two volumes, the new act will 
be put into force. In commenting 
én this proposal, Mr. Stirling said: 
“There is no reason at all, since 
the passing of the Act of Westmin- 
ster, why we should turn any long- 
er to the legislation of the United 
Kingdom, useful and helpful though 
that has been to us in the past.” 
The new Naval Service Act, is 
of course, based on the 1910 act. 
The minor nature of changes made 
reveals the soundness of the gen- 
eral principles Jaid down, at that 
time. The Canadian navy will 
henceforth have it own commander- 
in-chief, who will be the governor- 
general as representative in Can- 
ada of His Majesty the King. The 
principle of ministerial responsibili- 
ty is incorporated in the new act in 
many ways, The minister is the 
political head of the navy and his 
function, as Sir William Harcourt 
once remarked of the function of 
Politicians in relation to the Royal 
navy, is to warn the permanent of- 
ficers what the people will not 
stand for.

Most important change in the 


new act is probably its Part §!. This 
provides a Canadian naval discipli- 
nary code, and it is based upon the 
British Naval Discipline Act of 1866, 
In explaining this part, Mr. Mac- 
donald said that the penalties pro- 
vided in the Canadian navy would 
be to some extent less scvere than 
in the Royal navy. Penal servitude 
is unknown in Canadian law, but it 
is provided in the British navy, The 
Canadian navy, moreover, will 
make no use of flogging as a pen- 
alty. 
Some of the clauses relating to 
discipline have been taken over 
from the British code in their origi- 
nal language that read rather 
quaintly today, Dealing with public 
worship, for instance, Sec, 48 reads; 

“All officers in command of His 
Majesty's Canadian ships and naval 
establishments shall cause the pub- 
lic worship of Almighty God in the 
manner and forms for use in the 
naval service to be solemnly, order 
ly and reverently performed in 
their respective ships and establish- 
ments and shall take care that all 
religious services are performed 
diligently and that the Lord's Day 
is observed according to law.” 

Then Sec. 72 reads: 

“Every person who is guilty of 
any profane oath, cursing execra- 
tion, drunkenness, uncleanness, or 
other scandalous act in derogation 
of God's honour and corruption of 
good manners, shall be dismissed 
from the naval service with dis- 
grace, or suffer such lesser punish- 
ment as is herinafter mentioned.” 

Canada js the first Dominion to 
pass an act making its naval ser- 
vice autonomous in discipline and 
in government generally. This re- 
sult, attained by Canada’s first 
naval minister, is a reflection of the 
operational realities of this war. 
But obviously the links between the 
Canadian navy and the British navy 
will remain strong. Canadian ships 
are of British admiralty design, 
with modifications. So is the tech- 
nical equipment. In operations 
there is close co-ordination. The of- 
ficers and men wear substantially 
the same uniforms. Traditions of 
the British navy survive in the 
Canadian navy, even if they are 
taking on distinctive - Canadian 
flavor. But the Royal Canadian 
Navy has grown to be a Canadian 
institution and its achievements 
are part of the record of Canadian 
share in the war and of the growth 
of Canadian nationhood.

As a general rule the muscles 
move smoothly and evenly, but oc- 
casionally this regular movement is 
broken up and movements may 
then occur in a series of short, ir- 
regular jerks, Sometimes the jerk- 
ing movements occur involuntarily, 
and may take the form of tremors. 

The word tremor comes from the 
Latin meaning to shake and is used 
in describing this involuntary trem- 
bling or shaking. 

Within the last ‘ew weeks, I have 
had many readers report that they 
are bothered by trembling 2f the 
hands, legs or arms, and some state 
that there seems to be present an 
inward trembling. Several letters 
describe a twitching or fluttering 
of the eyelids or of the small mus- 
cles around the mouth. 

When a muscle is moved, the 
movement appears to be continu- 
ous; however, as a matter of fact 
the nervous impulses which move 
the muscular fibres move at the 
rate of 10 or 12 per second. They 
come so close together they blend 
in such a way as to seem to produce 
a smooth regular contraction of the 
muscle, When these nervous im- 
pulses are timed correctly, the 
muscular co-ordination is good. 
When the timing is disturbed, the 
movement is no longer smooth and 
even but breaks up and becomes 
irregular or jerky 

The nervous patient is commonly 
bothered by trembling, ‘sually of- 
fecting the hands, lips, eyelids, or 
lower legs. In these cases the sym- 
tom may prove quite troublesome 
or may appear only when the pa- 
tient is tired or bas been on a 
strain of some sort. Undue excite- 
ment may intensify this nervous 
shaking and many patients write 
me that the excitement of attend- 


‘|ing school functions will make the 


lps or hands tremble, When ‘they 
are conscious of the hand trem- 


, | bling they may be so embarrassed 


that they become reluctant to shake 
hands with others. 

When the cause is nervousness, 
it is a good plan to tind out what 
is making you nervous. Removal of 
the cause will often succeed in re- 
moving the tendency to tremble.

Fur Dealers Seek 
Game Sanctuaries 


Colin MacDonald, manager of the 
raw fur department of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company at Edmonton,|. 
spoke on “The Raw Fur Trade” at 
the luncheon meeting of the Ki- 
wanis club at the Macdonald on 
Monday. 

Fur dealers are seeking co-op- 
eration of the Alberta government 
in setting aside natural satictuaries 
for wild life to ensure the continu- 
ed supply of wild fur bearers, the 
speaker said. 

The speaker pointed out that 
trapping is not allowed in natural 
parks, and the parks would make 
wonderful breeding places. 

The Alberta Raw Fur Merchants’ 
Association is prepared tp co-oper- 
ate with the Alberta government in 
an educational program in com 
nection with registered trap lines 
throughout the province, Mr. Mac- 
Donald stated. e 

The raw fur official gave 1942-43 
statistics on the fur industry in 
Alberta. These are the most re- 
cent figures available, he said. 

At that time 129,242 pelts were 
marketed, at a value of $1,632,483, 
Mr. MacDonald stated. Overall in- 
come for wild and farm fur in the 
province was in excess of $5,000,000 
and the revenue from the raw fur 
trade in Alberta was approximately 
$140,000 (the latter sum goes to the 
credit of the general provincial 
revenue.) There are 1,146 fur farms 
in Alberta, with stock and equip- 
ment valued at $3,000,000. .

Alberta Elects Three Women 
As Members of Legislature 


By KAY FORD | 

For the first time in the history | 
of the Province of+ Alberta there | 
Will be three women members in| 
the legislature — Mrs. Cornelia 
Railey Wood, Stony Plain; Alder: 
man Mrs. Rose E. Wilkinson, Cal- 
Bary, and Mrs. E. S. Thurston, |

It is a far cry from the days of 
Emmeline Pankhurst in London in 
1906 and Carrie M. Nation, women 
suffragists, who fought for women 
to have the vote, to the sitting of 
the next legislature where three 
public-spirited women will make 
the male members atraighten their 
ties and perhaps produce a comb 
to smooth their hair. 

A sketch of the life of each of 
the women members follows: 

Mrs. Wood was Social Credit 
member for Stony Plain and the 
only woman member of the last} 
Alberta legislature, elected in 1940, 
Born in Boxford, Mo., daughter of 
Henry and Sedelia Railey, she re- 
ceived her early education in Okla- 
homa City, Okla, In 1904, her father, | 
whom she describes as a rover, 
moved his family to Canada and/| 
she. completed her education in 
Stony Plain, Edmonton and Cal- 
gary. 


SPECIAL PERMIT 


Mrs, Wood obtained a special per- 
mit, on account of her extreme 


youth, to enter the Calgary Normat. 


school, she graduated as a teacher 
at the age of 16. 

Marriage in 1912, to Russell E. 
Wood of this city, cut short her 
teaching career after four invigor- 
ating years. Her intcrest in educa- 
tion, in community life and public 
affairs, never flagged. } 

She became chairman of the| 
Stony Plain Consolidated School 
Board, 1933-43, provincial super-| 
visor of the women’s institute girls’ 
clubs, 1931-35, and provincial sec- 
retary of the Alberta Women's In- 
stitute, 1937-40. 


In 1940 Mrs. Wood announced 
her support of the Social Credit 
party, gnd was urged to stand for 
the nomination. As successful 
candidate for Stony Plain, she 
became a member of the Alberta 
legislature. | 
Groundwork for this venture into 
public life was laid during her 
years as lecturer for the women’s 
extension bureau of Alberta. Teach- 


ketry, interior decorating and other 
skills she toured the province from 
1924 to 1939, and learned a great 
deal about the problems of the 
women to whom she spoke. . 

Revision of the present monetary 
system is the reform nearest to 
Mrs. Wood's heart. She says the 
people of Canada must have re- 
stored to them, through their rep 
resentatives, a currency and credit 
system that will meet their needs. 
She believes that women are not 
pulling their full weight as citizens. 
She warns that unless they do take 
an active interest in community 
and public affairs they have little 


voice in the construction of the 
post-war world. 


LEARN SECRET 

For a woman to make a success 
of public life she must learn the 
secret of working successfully with 
men. She must learn to suggest, not 
dictate. 

At the last session she set 55 
male legislators back on their heels 
by telling them just who was re- 
sponsible for things as they are 
today, 

The world, she said, was in a 
mess, Not ‘an ordinary mess, but 
@ special kind of mess. A man- 
made one. “Women”, she declar- 
ed, “couldn't have done worse 
than the men. | think they could 
have done a lot better”. 


The men didn’t say anything in 
reply. They just listened, some of 
them doubting the accusation, oth- 
ers just wondering if maybe she 
wasn't right. 

And now there are three women 
to tell them the same thing. 

Alderman Mrs. Rose E. Wilkin- 
son, of Calgary, came to Canada 
about 30 years ago from Ireland 
where she was born in County 
Cavan, and has been a resident of 
Caigary for 17 years. As a girl 


‘she entered’ St. George's hospital 


in London, England, to take a nurs- 
ing course. She was graduated 
when 20 years old and Jater took 
post-graduate work for several 
years. 


CAME WEST ° 
Leaving England Mrs. Wilkinson 
lived for some time in West Vir- 
ginia where she was married. Later 
she came to Western Canada. 

She was matron of several hospi- 
tals in Saskatchewan and also at

Mrs. Wilkinson was first elected 
to the city council in Calgary in 
935 and re-elected in each suc- 
ceeding election.

waging war, such as his industrial 
set-up for war-making, air power 
becomes decisive, At St. Lo, just 
as at Cassino, air power was part 
of a ground enterprise in which 
it was asked to do an odd job. It 
had no responsibility for the wis- 
dom or lack of wisdom of the 
enterprise itself. 

When we take an automobile 
off the highway and try to use it 
through trackless country, across 
marsh land and swamps, it in- 
variably begs down. To blame 
alr power for its difficulties off 
its own strategic highways is 
about as logical as blaming auto- 
mebiles for bogging down in jobs 
that can be done better by horses 
and donkeys. No one denies that 
in thick jungles travelling on foot 
is easier than travelling by motor 

cer; or that artillery is more 
ctive than bombs under cer- 
tain tactical conditions. 


At Cassino, some smart general, 
failing to capture the besieged 
buildings. decided to turn them 
into rubble. He called on artillery 
and air power to do the job and 
they did it. Then he discovered 
that subble was harder to take than 
intact buildings. What had air 
power to do with all that? Doubt- 
less the St. Lo situation will prove 
ultimately to have been of a similar 
character. Where strategy is on 
a mile-to-mile basis, air power will 
not achieve miracles or correct 
false concepts for those in charge. 

All airmen agreed with General 
Brereton when he stated, as sum- 
med up in a press dispatch, that 
“it was a misuse of air power in 
that it took from regularly assigned 
tasks, for which they were .de- 
signed, the American heavy and 
medium bombers. In the case of 
the heavy bombers it meant a 
period of two days duriag which 
they did not hit targets in German 
or German-occupied territory.” 


ANALOGOUS SITUATION 


Assuming you send a battle fleet 
up a narrow river banked by high 
cliffs and discover that the battle 
fleet is unable to maneuvre or use 
its guns properly would it make 
sense to condemn sea power? 
There is as little sense in con- 
demning air power when an air 
fleet is used under analogous 
limitations, 

These are things -which should, 
at long last, be grasped by those 
who Jose no opportunity to under- 
rate. It's high time that ground 
commanders learned the ABC's of 
air power, including the differ- 
ences between shelis and bombs 
and the occasions fer using one or 
the other.

—Britain, the United States and 
the French National Committee 
are ready to sign formal agree- 
ments on civil administration of 
liberated French territory by the 
committee, it was learned last 
night.

The United States is signing at 
the “military level” thus, one offi- 
cial explained, the agreement lacks 
the status of a treaty and is not sub- 


ject to the time-consuming process | 


of senate ratification. Also this 
method avoids any appearance of 
a political. committment to the 
French committee. 


PROVIDE LEND-LEASE 

A separate and parallel memor- 
andum is being signed, to provide 
for lend-lease shipments to the 

French, 

The arrangements made by Bri- 
tain and the French committee and 
the United States and French are 
substantially the same on all points. 
They provide essentially that Gen. 
Eisenhower will have supreme 
authority in France so long as the 
war continues there. 

Gen, Eisenhower is to retain 
direct control of all military 
areas, Including the combat zones 
and rear-area supply depots and 
the like. He is to turn over to the 
French for civil administration all 
other rear ‘areas. It is up to him 
to fix the limits of the military 
and non-military areas. 

One unexpected clause in the 
agreements, written in at the insist- 

ence of American conferees, pro- 
vides there should be no French 
censorship of Allied correspond- 
ents in France. That means that 
only military censorship can be 
epplied. 
MAY OPEN CAPITAL 

Signing of the agreements in con- 
junction with the swift advance of 
Allied armies in France is taken 
here to mean that the French com- 
mittee, under Gen. de Gaulle, may 
open its own capital in Metropoli- 
tan France soon, moving from Al- 
giers.

King in Favor 
Of Indemnities 


Free of Taxes 


OTTAWA, Aug. 18 — (CP) — 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
announced last night in the Com- 
mons that in the next parliament 

| he will ‘support any move to 
| make the indemnity of members 
of parliament free of taxes. 

Just before the Commons ad- 
journed Mr. King referred to a 
question debated earlier in the ses- 
sion, the incidence of income tax 
which cuts members $4,000 indem- 
nity down to about $2,800. 

“IT look on the indemnity as some- 
thing that is provided to secure the 
independence of members of par- 
liament,” he said, “and if part of it 
is taken away by taxation there is 
less assurance of independence.” 


NO IMMEDIATE CHANGE 

He said he agreed with Finance 
Minister Ilsley that no change 
should be made during the life of 
the present parilament but as an 
election approached he was con- 
cerned about the independence of 
members and the calibre of repre- 
sentation in parliament. The House 
was in danger of losing some of its 
}ablest and most experienced mem- 
| bers, not because they would be 
| defeated, but because they would 
not be candidates since they could 
| not afford to do so. 

Mr. King said he could not say 
whether he would be in the next 
parliament or not. Hf he was in it, 
whether on the government side 
or on the opposition, he would 
support the move to make indem- 
nities tax-free, and if he was not 
in parliament he would support 
it as a citizen. 

It was of the utmost importance 
jthat the House of Commons be as 
| representative as possible. He quot- 
}ed Lloyd George on a measure to 
| Pay members of the British parlia- 
ment many years ago as saying 
|that the absence of proper pay- 
ment made for a House comprised 
of members of privileged classes. 


WIDE REPRESENTATION 

“I feel,” he added, “that in these 
times of all times we should seek 
to broaden the base of representa- 
tion and have members from all 


| sections of the population, from the 
ranks of labor, from agriculture, | 
from the men now in the armed | 
forces and a larger number of | 
women.” 
Unless the indemnity was suf- 
ficient the members would be 
largely those who were so inde- | 
pendent financially that they | 
were very wealthy, men who | 
could not earn a fair ineome in | 
other ways or men who accepted 
financial assistance from and so 
were obligated te some corpora- 
tion or association or individual. 
“In other words,” said Mr. King, 
“we will have a privileged class 
here at a time when the world, 
probably in the worst possible way, 
is trying to get rid of privilege.” 
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Six hundred carloads of supplies useful to 
Canada have been turned out in the last 12 
months by prisoners-of-war in one of Can- 
ada’s largest internment camps it has just 
been revealed.

Four Face Trial 


Torture Death 


KENORA, Aug. 15—(CP)— 
Four men, charged with the hot- 
stove torture death of Mrs. Viola 
Jamieson of Flanders, Ont., were 
committed for trial yesterday 
following preliminary hearing. 
The men charged with murder 
are George Skrynyk, 38; his bro- 
ther, Anthony, 23, and Eino Till- 
oner, 19, all arrested in north- 
western Ontario, and William 
Schmidt, taken into custody Aug. 
9 at Morris, Man. 

Mrs. Jamieson died in nospital 
July 1 three weeks after three men 
entered her Flanders home, 80 
miles east of Fort Frances, Ont., 
held flaming newspapers against 
her limbs and finally placed her 
on a hot stove in attempt to make 
her disclose the hiding place of her 
money.
